For the past ten years Summer Interns have worked 
in the Operations Center. Last year there were three. 
Overall there have been sixty in the program assigned to 
offices in NFAC, DDA and the DDS&T. These students 
were given full Agency security clearances. They were 
also given exotic clearances such as SITKH. All were 
briefed by the Director of the Agency, the four Deputy 
Directors and the heads of independent offices that 
employed the Interns.
